Pendant 

1 Brush over the 
surface of a 
butterfly image with 
watered-down PVA 
glue. Once dry place 
the paper under 
something heavy to 
press. You only need to 
complete this step if 
using an inkjet printer 
image, as it will 
prevent the colours 
from smudging 
when lacguered. 

2 Trim and adhere 
the image to balsa 
wood with PVA, then 
cut out with a piercing 
saw. Colour the sides 
and back of the 
wooden piece with 
permanent black 


marker. If desired, 
embellish the 
butterfly image with 
black as well. 

3 Create two 
stemmed spirals 
for the antennae from 
iron wire, plus three 
circular stemmed links 
for suspension. Using a 
pin, make two holes at 
the top, two on the 
wing tips and one at 
the bottom of the 
butterfly. Add glue to 
the ends of the the 
links and antennae and 
place into position. 
Cnee you're happy 
with the design, apply 
laeguer or varnish to 
the surface. Seal each 


side with several coats, 
letting each one 
dry before applying 
the next. 

4 Create two 
double-ended 
circular stemmed links 
with a 6mm bead in 
the middle of each. 
Attach to either side of 
the butterfly. To make 
a suspended bead 
cage, cut 2Ccm of iron 
wire and create two 
spirals on each side of 


the length with pliers, 
curling in opposite 
directions like an 
S shape. 

5 Continue winding 
the wires around 
to form two tight 
spirals, one on top of 
the other. Fold the 
spirals in half, then 
stretch them apart, 
separating the coils. 
Push an 8mm bead 
into the centre of the 
coil and arrange the

wire back around the 
bead. Suspend from 
the top link into the 
one at the base of 
the butterfly. 

6 Connect each side 
of the necklace 
onto 2mm black cord, 
creating coiled 
crimped necklace ends 
out of iron wire. Make 
a fish hook clasp, 
adding an extra 6mm 
bead to the back of 
the necklace.

Necklace 

Pick out the 
brightest colours 
from a mix of wooden 
beads; depending on 
the fullness desired for 
the necklace, you will 
need around 70 or 


more. If you wish to 
add extra surface 
decoration, mark them 
with dots and dashes 
using a black 
permanent marker. 
Thread each bead 
onto 0.9mm black 


wire, creating a link at 
one end and a head 
pin at the other. 

2 0 reate 15 
S shaped links 
from 0.9mm black wire 
using round-nosed 
pliers. Form an even 
coil out of 0.9mm 
black wire and cut into 
this to create about 80 
jump rings. Use these 
to connect the S links 
into a chain, which 
should measure around 
20cm in length. Thread 
two smaller (6mm) 
coloured beads with 
0.9mm black wire and 
create links at each 
end. Attach these 
beaded eye pins to 
each side of the chain. 

3 Begin connecting 
the colourful 
wooden beads into the 
S link chain using the 
jump rings created 
earlier. It is best to 
start with the largest 
ones and spread these 
out proportionally 


across the chain, then 
continue to fill in the 
gaps with the other 
coloured beads. Just 
keep attaching and 
looking at the balance 
of the necklace until 
you're satisfied with 
the overall effect. 

4 For each side of 
the necklace, cut 
38.5cm of 2mm black 
cord. Create a coil of 
0.9mm black wire and 
thread the end of a 
cord inside. Fold the 
very last loop of the 
coil down to create a 
link, then use the tips 
of chain-nosed pliers 
to sgueeze and tighten 
the last coil around 
the cord and add a 
little glue for extra 
security. Repeat for 
the second cord, then 
connect both either 
side of the necklace. 
Thread the cord ends 
with a couple of 
beads, knotting them 
in place, so that they 
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hang down the back 
of the necklace. 

Bracelet 

1 Depending on how 
many times you 
wish to wrap the 
bracelet around the 
wrist, cut twice that 
measurement of 2mm 
black cord. Create an 
even coil out of 0.9mm 
black wire (which can 
snugly fit a doubled 
piece of 2mm cord). 


Thread the cord 
through the coil and 
pass it back through 
to form a loop. 
Sgueeze the last ring 
of the coil onto the 
cord with the tips of 
chain-nosed pliers, 
and add a little dab of 
glue for extra security. 

2 Create a fish 
hook clasp from 
0.9mm black wire and 
connect to the end 
loop of the cord. 


Thread with an 
assortment of coloured 
wood beads, leaving 
spaces in between. 

Tie knots on each side 
of the beads to space 
and secure them along 
the cord. Once you've 
filled the bracelet with 
beads to the desired 
length, create another 
wire coil for the 
opposite end. You can 
also add a few more 
jump rings and 


another bead at the 
very end to form an 
extension chain. 

Earrings 

1 Count out two sets 
of coloured wooden 
beads for each earring, 
depending on the 
desired size of the 
clusters. Thread each 
bead with wire, 
creating a head pin 
at one end and a 


link at the other. 

You can also create 
drops with a medium 
and small bead, or 
three small beads 
together. 

For the top of the 
earrings, create 
two tight spirals of 
wire and form links at 
the bottom of each. 
Glue earring posts to 
the reverse of the 
spirals with E6000 
adhesive. Create four 


S links and about 20 
jump rings from wire. 
Attach two S links 
from the base loop of 
an ear post and 
connect one of the 


bead sets into this 
chain, so that they 
cascade down in a 
bunch. Repeat to 
make a pair.

I Cut 10cm of 
monofilament, 
thread seven 4mm 
pink neon beads and 
double knot into a 
ring. Repeat to create 
three in total. Make 
a ring of 19 neon 
yellow beads and 
repeat twice more. 
Make a small amount 
of crystal clay 
according to the 
manufacturer's 
instructions; only use 
a little at a time as 
the clay may dry out 
before you have time 
to decorate. Lay a 
neon pink circle of 
beads in the centre of 
a 20 hole connector. 
Fill in the centre with 
clay and cover around 
the edge of the ring. 
Press in a neon yellow 
ring around the outer 
edge and remove any 
excess clay. Add small 
pieces of gold leaf and 
press crystal chatons 
into the centre of the 
pink ring and between 
the two rings. Repeat 
for each 20 hole 
connector. 

2 For each six hole 
connector, repeat 
but space out four 
neon yellow beads 
and 12 pink seed 
beads around the 
edge, instead of the 
outer yellow ring. 

Press a crystal chaton 
into the middle of the 
pink ring. To make the 
beaded sections, cut a 
long piece of 
monofilament and 
apply a crimp bead. 
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Jumper, £9.99, TK Maxx 


Roughly 5cm from one 
end, thread the 
monafilament back 
though the crimp bead 
and flatten leaving a 
2mm to 3mm loop. 
Thread another crimp 
bead, push the end 
back through and 
flatten to leave a loop 
as before. Carefully cut 
off any excess thread. 

3 You will need to 
make two of each 
of the following 
combinations: 6mm 
lilac beads x four; 

6mm mint beads 
X four; 6mm, 8mm, 
10mm, 8mm, 6mm 
purple beads; 6mm, 
8mm, 6mm purple 
beads; 6mm, 8mm, 
10mm, 8mm, 6mm 
lilac beads; 6mm mint 
bead x 10; 6mm x 3, 
8mm X 2, 10mm x 3, 
8mm X 2, 6mm x 3 
pink moon beads; 

6mm X 2, 8mm x 2, 
10mm X 3, 8mm x 2, 
6mm X 2 purple 
beads; 6mm mint 
beads x 5; alternated 
4mm neon pinkx 6 
and neon yellow beads 
X 5; 6mm x 2, 8mm, 
10mm, 8mm, 6mm 
X 2 lilac beads. For the 
final pattern, only 
make one of the 
following: 6mm x 3, 
8mm X 2, 10mm x 3, 
8mm X 2, 6mm x 3 
pink moon beads. 

4 Follow the 
diagram to know 


where to link the 
connectors and bead 
sections together. 
Secure each piece to 
a connector with three 
jump rings to provide 
strength. Apply an 
8mm neon pink bead 
to a head pin, cut 
down and loop. 

Repeat to make three 
and attach to the 
lowest connector, one 
on each hole. Make six 
4mm neon yellow 
beads on head pins 
and attach two to 
each hole on the 
lowest connector. 

Make up five 8mm 
neon yellow beads on 
head pins and attach 
to the bottom of the 
middle connector. 

5 Make up eight 
8mm neon pink 
beads on head pins 
and attach four on 
each of the two 
remaining 20 hole 
connectors. Cut a long 
piece of monofilament 
and thread through 
the top hole of an end 
connector, so it is 
doubled over. Thread 
on nine 6mm purple 
beads, double knot 
and cut down. Attach 
a necklace end to the 
knot, apply a dab of 
superglue and close 
with pliers. Repeat 
on the other side. 

Add a bar and ring 
clasp with jump 
rings to finish.

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Choker 

I Cut 60cm of 
0.8mm silver 
-plated wire. Keeping 
1cm of free wire at the 
centre of the strand, 
bend one side into a 
wing shape with a 


loop at the tip, large 
enough to take a 4mm 
bicone. The wing 
should measure 3cm 
X 5cm. Wind the wire 
around the centre part 
twice, tightening the 
wrap by pressing it 



around with chain 
-nosed pliers. 

2 Make another 
wing shape below 
the first one 
measuring 3cm x 4cm, 
using the same 
method (Fig.l). Repeat 
steps 1 and 2 to form 
the other side of the 
butterfly. Using short 
lengths of 0.315mm 
wire, attach a 4mm 
purple iris bicone to 
each of the top wing 
tip loops and a 4mm 
fuchsia bicone to the 
bottom loops. The 
completed butterfly 
should measure 
around 8cm long 
X 6cm wide. 

3 Out 20cm of 
0.6mm wire and 
use to make three 
segments inside one of 
the top wings. Out 
another 12cm piece 
and make two 
segments in one of the 
bottom wings. Repeat 
for the other side 
(Fig.2). Attach a 
comfortable length of 
0.315mm wire to the 
base of the top wing 
and thread on a size 
15 black opague seed 
bead. Take the wire 
over to the nearest 
segment wire and 
wrap it around twice. 
Take the wire behind 
the bead and back 
over to the frame 
wire, wrapping it 
around twice. 

4 0ontinue to add 
beads using this 
method (Fig.3), 
following as close as 


possible to the bead 
seguences as shown. 
For each top wing, fill 
the bottom segment 
with size 11 black 
opague and lilac AB 
delicas, the middle 
segment with size 15 
purple and light purple 
delicas, and the top 
segment with size 15 
berry AB, pink opague 
lustre delicas and size 
15 opague black 
beads. For each 
bottom wing, fill the 
lower segment with 
berry AB, pink opague 
lustre and size 15 
opague black seeds, 
and the top segment 
with lilac AB, light 
purple and purple. 

Wire on more black 
opague seeds around 
the outside edge of 
the wings. 

5 To make the body 
of the butterfly, 
attach a spool of 
0.4mm wire to the 
smallest mandrel of 
a Deluxe Gizmo and 
make an 8cm coil. 
Remove the coil from 
the mandrel, cut it 
from the spool and 
trim the excess. Thread 
the coil onto 20cm of 
0.8mm wire leaving a 
6cm tail and coil it 
around one of the jaws 
of round-nosed pliers 
(Fig.4). Out 10cm of 
0.8mm wire and make 
a small spiral at one 
end. Thread on the 
coiled body and wrap 
the tail of the coil 
around the threading 
wire to secure. 


6 Thread on a 6mm 
crystal marea 
fire-polished bead so 
that it sits on top of 
the coiled body. Wrap 
the 0.8mm wire that's 
coming out from the 
coil around the outside 
of the bead and tightly 
around the threading 
wire (Fig.5). Trim both 
wires to the same 
length, fan them out 
and finish each one 
with a very small loop 
to form the antennae. 
Attach 20cm of gold 
-plated wire to the 
bottom of the body 
and wind it around in 
between the coils. 
Wrap it around the 
outside of the bead 
(Fig.6) and the bottom 
of the antennae, then 
trim. Attach the body 
to the centre of the 
wings with a short 
length of 0315mm wire. 

7 To make floral 
clusters, cut Im of 
0.4mm wire and 
thread on a 6mm 
fuchsia bicone about 
12cm along. Hold it in 
place and take the 
longer end around the 
back of the bead, then 
wrap it around the 
wire at the base of the 
bead. Repeat another 
four times to make a 
five-petal fuchsia 
flower. Take the longer 
wire around the first 
bead added and 
thread on a size 11 
black opague seed 
bead. Pass this across 
the centre of the 
flower and between 


the opposite beads, 
bring the two wires 
together and twist 
them along the length 
of the shorter end. 
Repeat to make two 
flowers with 4mm 
light topaz bicones, 
and two with purple 
iris bicones, making the 
twisted stems all 
different lengths. Make 
another two twisted 
stems with three 3mm 
light tanzanite bicones 
clustered together. 

8 To make the 
Viking weave 
choker, cut Im of 
0.4mm wire and thread 
it though the anchor 
hole in a Lazee Daizee 
tool, leaving a 4cm tail. 
Holding the tail with 
one hand, thread the 
rest of the wire down 
through the first loop 
of the daisy, cross it 
over in front and 
thread it down through 
the next loop. Continue 
to loop your wire 
through all 12 loops 
of the daisy, making 
sure the bottom of the 
wire loops line up with 
the notch at the top of 
the mandrel. 

9 Following the 
manufacturer's 


instructions, continue 
to loop the wire 
around the base of the 
loops of the previous 
row, building rows as 
you go and adding 
more wire as 
necessary. When you 
have reached the 
desired length, snip 
the wire loops at the 
top and remove the 
daisy and any loose 
wires. Don't take the 
Viking knit through 
the draw plate; 
instead start to flatten 
it with your fingers, 
then take it gently 
through the first 
setting of a clay roller 
or pasta machine. 
Continue taking it 
through on thinner 
settings until 
completely flat. 

Attach the 
butterfly and 
flowers to the choker, 
slightly off to one side, 
with C.315mm wire. 
Sew the wire along 
the stems of the 
flowers to ensure they 
are attached securely. 
Add ribbon ends to 
each side of the 
choker and attach a 
clasp with two 7mm 
jump rings.

BUILD A STORY 


As many jewellers discover, making the work is only part of the story. 
In order to he successful, you need to spend just as much time, if not 
more, advertising, selling and packaging your work. This is where 
having great promotional materials comes in. Get your cards right 
and they can help you to reach new people and get repeat orders 
from existing customers. 



As anyone who sells at craft fairs knows, people love to pick up business 
cards. You don't want yours to be binned - you want it to be stuck to the 
wall as a constant reminder of how great you are! So make it worth 
keeping. There are top-end options, such as the Luxe range from Moo and 
beautiful edge-painted cards by Blush, but if those are beyond your 
budget, visit your local printer and see what they can do. Most jewellers 
choose to have a photograph of their work on their business cards, but 
that's not the only option - if you have a beautiful logo, consider having 
it printed or embossed onto your materials. 



When you’re designing your promotional 
materials, think about ways that you can 
make yours different. For one Christmas 
market. Folksy designed a flyer that 
doubled up as a decoration that people 
could cut out and make at home. On our 
display, we had flyers piled up with 
some already made into paper 
decorations and strung above the 
table, which helped bring customers 
over to our stall. The idea was based 
around the growing DIY papercraft 
trend, and the hope that people would 
have fun making them and think about 
Folksy when they looked at them. 


Added 

incentives 

Business cards, posters, 
flyers and postcards can be 
expensive, so make the most 
of them. Business cards are 
great to have at craft fairs, 
because people might not 
always be able to buy a 
piece there and then, but if 
they take a card they can 
look you up once they are 
home. One way to then 
gently persuade towards 
buying something is to 
include a discount code on 
the card. You could also 
have a second set of 
business cards that you send 
out with orders that 
includes a special thank you 
discount for their next order. 



Get to know your paper weights and terminology, so that you're 
sure of what you're getting from your printer. Gloss, silk or matt 
finishes, and the weight of the paper stock, can have a huge 
impact on the finished design. Bear in mind that a heavier card 
stock, a good design and a high-quality print shows people you 
care about what you're doing, whereas a flimsy, badly printed 
business card reflects poorly on your brand.

Here Mairi 
tell us how she uses her promotional materials to encourage 
new business. 


Business cards are a 
must. A lot of my 
jewellery is bought online as 
a gift, so I enclose two: one 
small card inside the box 
with the item, and another 
alongside the receipt. 

Your promotional 

material should be as 

well designed as your work. 
I order high-quality cards 
that I have designed myself, 
with my name, a photo of 
my work, website details 
and email. 


✓ I have a pre-printed flyer 
for orders that has returns, 
care and review information. 

I often hand-write a discount 
code on these with a personal 
message, and tailor the discount 
to the amount spent or how 
well I know the customer. 

✓ Maximise the ways a 
customer can contact you 
on your printed materials. I use 
my email address, Facebook 
page and shop contact details 
so that they can connect with 
me in any way they choose.

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Necklace 

1 Thread a lilac 
20mm rose bead 
and one aqua bead 
onto an eye pin then 
make a wrapped loop. 
Open the eye of the pin 
and fix it to the top of 
a filigree disc to 
suspend it. Fix three 
turquoise teardrop 
pendants to the lower 
edge of the disc using 
triangular pendant 
hangers. Secure two 
lilac teardrop pendants 
to the top right edge 
of the disc with 
triangular pendant 
hangers. Slip two 
cream 8mm rose 
beads onto head pins. 
Make a loop above the 
beads and fix to the 
lower right edge of the 
disc. Use a double 
length of sewing 
thread to gather one 
long edge of the lace. 

2 Pull up the gathers 
to form a 4.5cm 
rosette and fasten the 


thread ends securely. 
Place the rosette on 
the top left side of the 
filigree disc, so that the 
lace extends beyond 
the left-hand edge. 

Sew the rosette to the 
disc and attach a 
turquoise 35mm rose 
bead on top. Pull wire 
through a cream resin 
flower bead. Twist the 
two ends together 
under the bead and 
insert one end through 
a faceted light green 
bead, then through the 
disc with the flower on 
the left edge. Coil the 
wire on the underside 
and cut off the excess 
wire. Anchor a double 
length of sewing 
thread to the disc.

Repeat 
to make the other half 
of the necklace then 
make a slip knot after 
the last bead. 


5 Thread a needle 
with a 40cm 
length of beading 
thread and tie the ends 
together in a large 
knot. Insert the needle 
down through the hole 
in a calotte crimp. Glue 
the knot in one cup of 
the crimp then close 
the cups to conceal the 
knot. Fix the loop of 
the crimp to the disc, 
6mm from the eye of 
the eye pin. Thread on 
one aqua bead, one 


faceted light green 
bead, one light purple 
6mm rose bead, one 
turquoise 15mm rose 
pendant, two light 
purple 6mm rose 
beads, one aqua bead, 
one lilac rondelle, one 
aqua bead, one light 
purple 6mm rose 
bead, one turquoise 
15mm rose pendant,

6 Insert the needle 
through the last 
three light purple 
6mm rose beads with 
the needle pointing 
towards the start of 
the necklace.

Undo the 
slip knot. Insert the 
four threads up 
through the hole in 
a calotte crimp. Tie in 
a large knot, glue into 
a calotte crimp then 
close to conceal the 
knot. Repeat from the 
beginning of step 6 
to fix a strand in the 
opposite direction. 
Secure the loops of 
the calotte crimps to 
a torpedo clasp. 

Earrings 

1 Adhere cream 
stick-on resin 
flowers to ear posts 
and set aside whilst 
the glue dries. Cut the 
edging lace to 1.5cm 
wide then cut in half. 
Use a double length of 
sewing thread to 


gather the long raw 
edge of one lace piece. 
Pull up the gathers 
tightly to form a 
rosette and fasten the 
thread securely. Sew a 
lilac resin flower bead 
on the rosette. 

Fix a triangular 
pendant hanger to 
a turquoise teardrop 
pendant, then slip 
another hanger onto 
the loop of an eye pin. 
Insert the eye pin up 
through the lilac 
flower in front of the 
rosette, then through 
a light green bead and 
a lilac rondelle. Make a 
loop above the last 
bead, then hang from 
the ear post with a 
jump ring. Repeat to 
make a pair.

NEW EU VAT LEGISLATION AND 

DISCOVER HOW IT COUED AEFECT 
YOUR JEWEEEERY BUSINESS 





a Rosie Slosek is a tax return 
coach specialising in UK 
freelancers. She is a 
founding member of EU 
VAT Action and has 
attended meetings with 
the government and HMRC. 

What is VAT MOSS and what 
products/services does it apply to? 

New EU VAT legislation came into law on 1st 
January 2015. It sounds deadly dull but it is 
a huge global tax change, affecting buyers and 
sellers, businesses and consumers. 

Before this change, a business would charge 
VAT based on the country the business was in 
(or no VAT if that was permitted under that 
country's rules or there was a threshold). 

Now the business needs to charge VAT based on 
the country the buyer is in at the time of sale. 

There is no threshold, so even a business that falls 
under the UK VAT threshold and is not registered 
for VAT still needs to charge VAT for their 
non-UK sales that are included in the changes. 


The first wave applies to broadcasting, 
telecommunications and electronic services. That 
includes TV, phone calls, knitting/beading patterns, 
e-books and e-courses, PDFs, Wordpress themes, 
plugins, forums, subscriptions and downloads. The 
definition of what is included in electronic/digital 
services is one of the first major problems with 
complying with the new law, as there isn't an 
EU-wide definition and even HMRC's definitions 
conflict with each other. 

The legislation is for automated services and to 
target the biggest international businesses choosing 
to locate in a country because of its low VAT rate. 
Unfortunately, since there is no threshold, just 
adding in 'a bit of a live component' doesn't mean 
you are exempt. (If you are switching off at this 
point, please stay with me. This IS complex and 
your business IS worth the time). 

Are those who make and sell 
jewellery as sole traders or 
small businesses liable, even if 
they only do it part-time? 

Yes. There is no minimum, no exception. You are not 
exempt if you are under the VAT threshold. I'm a co- 
founder of EU VAT Action and as a result of the 
outcry from tiny businesses because of our 
campaign, HMRC are applying a 'light touch' until 
the end of June 2015. This means you have extra 
time to make your decision about what's best for 
your business and what to do about this. Good news!

You need to get three pieces of data 
from each sale to prove the location 
of your customer. 

This information has to be stored 
for 10 years. 

You must charge the correct rate of 
VAT for the country your customer is 
in and invoice according to that 
country's rules. 

You have to charge the full price 
including VAT before your 
customer buys. 

You need to register for MOSS 
(Mini One Stop Shop) with HMRC 
and submit returns four times a year. 

If your business is not currently 
registered for VAT, you are allowed 
(as a concession) to separate your 
digital sales so you don't need to 
charge VAT on UK sales. 

However you'll need to file four nil UK 
VAT returns a year. When you refund 
a customer, you need to amend 
your MOSS return.

CASE STUDY 


Heather Kingsley-Heath is a 
beadwork artist who has 
written a number of books 
and created beadwork 
patterns, which are 
available along with beads 
and supplies at www.heather-worics.com. 

"I first found out about the VAT MOSS regulations 
early in November last year, purely by chance via 
Facebook. My initial 
reaction was to find 
out more, and see 
what my accountant 
knew about it," 

Fleather explains. 'The 
more I read, the more 
surprised I became, 
that such a complex 
piece of legislation was only just becoming public 
knowledge. It affects my business because I sell my 
patterns as PDFs. What was very frustrating was, 
because no one knew about this, it was hard to get 
advice, and the time frame was impossibly short." 

She continues, "My personal opinion is that 
agreeing a simple threshold would be common sense 
to allow individual artists and very small businesses 
the opportunity to continue trading and grow to a 
size where applying the legislation would be cost 


effective. It's pretty clear that the legislation was 
drafted with specific goals and very big corporations 
in mind, but failed to take into account the thousands 
of micro businesses, many in the crafts area, that 
would be adversely affected. So it's understandable 
that as a result, very little information was made 
available to us." 

As a result, Fleather has chosen not to get involved 
with the VAT MOSS scheme. "This is partly because 
I think it is fundamentally flawed and I would like to 
see if the action teams can get changes made to the 


legislation, and also because certain aspects are 
simply unworkable with the systems I have 
available," she explains. 

"I do believe that we will have more options, 
platforms and e-commerce programmes available 
as the reality sinks in and developers have time to 
create good solutions. Meanwhile, I would say join 
the campaign groups, sign the petitions, and write 
to your MPs and MEPs so that they get a realistic 
idea of the numbers of people being affected."

That's mostly it, it's the simple version - 
and yes, you are right, it's corporate level 
for kitchen table businesses. That's why 
we need to change this. 

There are ways you can comply right now. 
There are a few platforms who will 
do it for you such as Amazon, but most 
aren't 100% compliant or you still have 
liability. There are partial compliance 
options that will work for you until the light 
touch period ends in late June (e.g. Payhip). 
Paypal is not compliant. 


What if I live outside of the EU? 

This still applies to you if you live outside of the EU. 
Flowever, you do have the option of being able 
to stop selling to the EU. 

If you live in the EU, then you aren't permitted to 
stop selling to the EU because of anti-discrimination 
law (and we have websites which are automatically 
global). Some UK businesses are restricting sales to the 
UK based on intellectual property law, but I wouldn't 
recommend this unless you happen to be an expert. 

The main challenge for tiny businesses is not 
panicking. We're at the front of a global opportunity, 
where you can sell fabulous jewellery, patterns and 
e-courses sell to anyone. Sometimes, it does mean 
doing things that we aren't so comfortable with, and 
this is one of those times. 

Look into this a bit more, read my blog post about 
the EU VAT changes, decide what is right for you for 
the next 6-12 months and take action on your decision. 
Maybe an opportunity to do live services (which aren't 
included in the changes) as an experiment? 

Will VAT MOSS be extended to 
physical products (i.e. jewellery) 
as well? 

It will become law for physical goods in 2016, so you 
need to start getting prepared. The good news is that 
a lot of the problems with digital services aren't so 
bad for physical goods. You also have the option to 
restrict sales if you do it according to current law 
(postage considerations). 


Will MOSS deal with all the VAT 
for me if I register? 

When you register to MOSS, it will submit the tax 
you have collected to the countries you have collected 
tax from. That's all it does. You have the liability, the 
collection issues and the rest of the information. 

What advice would you offer 
those concerned about VAT MOSS? 

Don't panic. Yes, it's a lot to take in and many 
experts have been shocked by how complex it is in 
reality. It's our job at EU VAT Action to get changes 
made so you can continue selling and comply with 
the law in a way that is moderately easy. 

One beautiful aspect of this has been how 
businesses have come together as a global community. 
Take the opportunity to work with and support each 
other. See how you can adapt, temporarily or 
permanently. Elave a look at the resources on my site 
and EU VAT Action, and I'll be happy to answer 
guestions if needed. Elelp us to get a threshold and 
changes so we can comply with the law.

Katie Dean is a beadwork 
artist, author and teacher, 
whose jewellery, patterns 
and tutorials can be found 

at www.beadflowers.co.uk 


Katie Dean also learnt about VAT MOSS in 
November by chance, from a friend on Facebook. 
"At first I thought she had misunderstood as, being 
a sole trader. I've never come close to having to 
register for VAT in the UK," she explains. "Flowever, 
she forwarded a link to a petition that had been 
set up to change the new 


Katie developed her website herself using 
Wordpress and Woocommerce technology, which 
unfortunately is not designed to automatically charge 
the relevant VAT rates. "It also doesn't allow me to 
collect the data to prove where my customers come 
from, so it's impossible for me to comply without 
building a new website and setting up different 
administrative systems. I simply don't have the time, 
money, energy or expertise to do this," she reveals. 

Katie has now removed the automatic download 
facility on her website and emails her patterns to 
buyers as PDFs. "Flowever, this is less convenient for 
both me and my customers and is a complete step 
back in time in technological terms. I feel this makes 
me less competitive and I have already seen a 
reduction in sales," she says. "There is a lot of 
confusion surrounding the rules and this is also 
making consumers more reluctant to buy from 
EU-based websites." 


She adds, "At present I have no plans to register 
for VAT MOSS as I don't have the technology to 
comply with the rules, so I'm looking for alternative 
solutions such as selling via a third party. In any 
event this is a serious disruption to my business and 
the income that the EU will receive from me is 
negligible. We really need the sensible measure of a 
simple threshold which means small businesses will 
not be affected."

rules and as I read the 
full plans, I realised that 
they would have a big 
impact on my business." 

She continues, "My 
website was set up to 
sell beading patterns 
that would automatically 
download for the user as 
soon as payment had been made. This meant 
that I could potentially be earning money even while 
resting - I have Ohronic Fatigue Syndrome (or ME) 
and don't have the energy to work a 
full-time job, which makes it very hard to 
support myself financially."

Q I sell basic beaded jewellery, 
but would like to learn other 
wirework techniques to create more 
interesting designs. What should I try? 

Vera Wells 


A Amy says: Wirework is such a vast subject that there are 
a whole variety of technigues and specific tools to try. 

I love working with wire and use it in almost everything 
I make! I would suggest exploring the use of heavier wires, 
maybe 0.8mm to 1.5mm. Using these will enable you to create 
structures that you can then embellish with lighter wires and 
beads. Using hammers, steel blocks and formers will also help 
with manipulating the wire and creating interesting shapes 
and textures on the surface. On our More Beads & Wire 
workshop we show people how to use 1.2mm or 1.5mm wire 
to create jump rings using a 6mm former. You wrap the wire 
into a coil around the former to create a spring, then cut the 
individual links which can then be textured and used in all 
sorts of projects.

Ashley Robinson 

A Juliet says: It is a good idea to use this 
technique for pearl necklaces as the addition 
of a knot in between the beads will stop them 
from rubbing together and damaging one another. 

Another reason is that the knots will allow the 
piece to move and drape beautifully. Pearl knotting 
is one of our most popular workshops 
at Spoilt Rotten Beads and we also sell kits 
that are great for headers who cannot make 
it to a workshop. 

“The addition of a knot in between the 
pearls will stop them from rubbing 
together and damaging one another” 

When knotting pearls, you should use a Griffin Silk cord which comes 
on a 2m card with a handy needle already attached. Try to choose a size 
of silk that roughly equates to the size of the hole in your beads - this will 
ensure that the knot is large enough not to slip inside the beads and also 
that you will be able to pass your thread through twice, which is 
necessary when attaching a clasp. Once you have made a loose overhand 
knot, insert the needle and gently ease the loop of the knot down towards 
the pearl, then pull the tail, keeping the needle pointing towards the hole 
until the last moment. In addition you should purchase some French wire 
to protect the silk from rubbing against the clasp. You will find free 
instructions on how to knot pearls at www.spoiltmttenbeads.co.uk.

A Nicoline says: Try making your packaging unique and 
ensure it complements the style of your jewellery. Think 
outside the box; you can use anything from small baskets and 
wooden canape cones to lidded paper soup containers, 
Chinese take out boxes and favour boxes. You could also try 
delicate glassine bags, plus plain or printed paper bags, 
adding twine, ribbon or tape as well as a blank gift tag to 
finish. This can make fabulous packaging for the right piece 
of jewellery. In addition, adding personal stamps, lettering, 
wax seals or stickers can really 'lift' a plain box or bag.

one section to dry, 
then move the hoop 
along the silk.

Thread one of the 
balls onto a 1.5m 
length of ribbon and 
move it along to the 
centre. It helps to use 
a skewer to push the 
ribbon through the 
hole. Place the 
threaded ball in the 
centre of the silk. 
Wrap the fabric 
tightly round the ball, 
then thread the ribbon 
and silk with a spacer 
bead. Ensure the 
ribbon is encased in 
the silk and pull the 
bead right up to the 
ball. Repeat on the 
other side, then 




thread two more balls 
on each side in the 
same way. 

3 Secure the end 
spacer beads in 
place with a little 
fabric glue. Thread 
another spacer bead 
at each end and fix 
with glue. Trim the 
ends of the silk neatly 
round the beads, 
taking care not to snip 
the ribbon. 

Bangle 

1 Paint a 10cm 
X 29cm piece of 
silk as for the 
necklace. Allow to dry, 
then remove from the 
hoop and press. Fold 
the silk in half 
lengthwise and sew 
one of the long sides 
to make a tube 4cm 
wide. Press the hem 
flat, turn the tube 
inside out, then 
press again. 

2 Cut card to fit 
snugly inside the 
silk and long enough 
to make a bangle 
which will slip over 
your wrist with a few 
centimetres to spare. 
Feed the card into the 
silk tube. Turn one end 
of the silk over the 
end of the card and 
use fabric glue to 
secure it neatly. Bend 
the covered card into 
a bangle shape, turn 
the other end of the 
silk over and glue it 
down so the raw ends 
are hidden and the 
bangle is held firmly.

3 Paint and cut 
another piece of 
silk in a 3cm x 20cm 
strip and thread with 
beads, positioning 
them in the centre of 
the length. Fold the 
long edges of the silk 
under and press them 
down. Put to one side. 

4 Fix another piece 
of silk in the hoop 
and paint it brown. 
Leave to dry, then 
press and cut into 
a 3cm X 29cm strip. 
Use the point of 
scissors or the tip of 
a craft knife to fray 
the two long edges. 
Use a few spots of 
fabric glue to fix it 
round the middle of 
the bangle. Secure 
the beaded strip of 
silk round the centre. 
Trim the ends and 
glue them down to 
give a neat finish. 

Earrings 

1 Paint silk with 
grey, mid brown 
and turguoise as 
before. When dry. 


press the silk and cut 
two 14cm sguare 
pieces. Fold in half and 
press. Sew the short 
sides then turn inside 
out and press again. 
Sew a running stitch 
along the top then 
pull it to gather the 
silk tightly. 

2 Thread a head pin 
through a cone 
then add a bead. Use 
round-nosed pliers to 
bend the head pin in 
a loop then attach it 
to an earwire. Apply 
glue to the inside of 
the cone and press the 
gathered edge of the 
silk firmly in place. 
Repeat to make a pair. 

Hair Comb 

1 Paint a section of 
silk as before. Cut

1 Download the 
templates at 
www.makesell 
jewellery.com. Using 
a large pattern piece, 
cut out six different 
fabric prints. Take two 
sections, put right 
sides together and 
sew close to the edge. 
Add another section 
and sew along the 
outer edge. Repeat 
until you have sewn all 
six pieces together; 
before sewing the last 
section to the first, 
leave a small gap and 
fill it with polyester 
stuffing, then stitched 
closed. Using the 
same method, make 
three balls using a 
small pattern 
template, cut three 
different patterned 
pieces and three 
different coloured 
silk sections. Sew 
them together, 
alternating silk with 
patterned fabric. 

2 Using wire 
cutters, cut a 
piece of silver wire 
3cm longer than each 
ball. Trim at an angle 
so it is sharp and loop 
the end. Slide on a 
bead cap, pierce a 
fabric ball through the 
centre then add 
another bead cap and 
loop. Repeat for the 
rest of the fabric balls. 
Cut out two pompom 
templates from card. 
Using a tapestry 
needle, wrap mohair 
repeatedly through 
the centre until you 
can no longer get your 
needle through. Cut 
around the edge with 


sharp scissors, making 
sure to go through all 
the layers. Wrap a 
long length of mohair 
between the two card 
discs, tie tightly and 
remove the card. 

Make three pink, 
two lime and two 
purple mohair 
pompoms in total. 

3 Cut a head pin at 
an angle so it is 
sharp, add a bead cap 
and thread through a 
finished mohair 
pompom. Attach 
another bead cap and 
make a loop at the 
end. Repeat for all 
seven mohair 
pompoms. Thread a 
head pin with a bead 
cap, 30mm pearl, then 
another bead cap 
before making a loop. 
Repeat four times 
with a 30mm pearl, 
two white 28mm 
pearls, two white 
22mm pearls, four 
purple and four yellow 
pearls. Cut the fabric 
chain to 46cm, then 
cut two 6cm lengths. 
Using 10mm jump 
rings, connect a 
large fabric ball to 
a small fabric ball 
then secure a pink 
mohair pompom. 

4 Connect a small 
fabric ball to one 
lilac mohair pompom. 
Repeat to create 
another section with 
a lime pompom. Find 
the centre of a 46cm 
length of chain and 
secure the large fabric 
ball section with 
another 10mm jump 
ring. On either side, 
seven links up, add the 
other two small fabric

Necklace 

I Roll out grey 
polymer clay on 
the thickest setting 
on a clay roller 
(approximately 2mm 
thick); this will be your 
backing clay. Cut three 
5cm discs from the 
clay with a circle 
cutter and bake in an 
oven according to the 
manufacturer's 
instructions. 

2 Draw around the 
circle cutter three 
times on a sheet of 
paper. Use these 
templates to plan your 
wire pattern (Fig.l). 
Once you are happy 
with the design, start 
creating it with pieces 
of 0.4mm wire, 


shaping them over 
the lines you have 
drawn (Fig.2). 

3 Once the clay 
circles are baked 
and cooled, start 
assembling the 
shaped wires onto the 
discs and glue in place 
using a two-part 
epoxy resin (Fig.3). 
Trim the excess wires 
around the clay circles 
as close to the edges 
as possible once the 
glue has set (Fig.4). 

4 Select four or five 
contrasting clay 
colours and condition 
until they are very 
soft and easy to 
work with. Using 
small guantities of 
clay at a time, fill in 


the channels and 
spaces between the 
wires with clay, 
pressing firmly to fill 
the spaces. Trim the 
excess off with a clay 
blade by skimming 
across the design. 

5 Once all the 
spaces are filled 
with clay and the 
excess trimmed away, 
take a piece of cling 
film and stretch it 
over the entire design 
(Fig.5). Using a gentle 
but firm pressure, 
rub over the design 
with your fingertips. 
This should smooth 
the surface and 
remove any finger 
prints, as well 
as helping to settle 
the clay into position. 

6 Bake the finished 
designs as before. 
Once they have cooled, 
use very fine wet and 
dry sandpaper to 
remove any rough 
edges and create a 
smooth finish. Using 
1.25mm wire, create 
three double-ended 
eye pins and glue 
into place on the 
back of each clay 
disc, so that they 
have loops either side. 

7 0reate jump rings 
of various sizes 
using 1.5mm wire and 
smaller jump rings to 
connect the elements 
together using 1mm 


wire. Thread six 
30mm coin beads 
onto individual lengths 
of 1mm wire and 
create an eye pin loop 
either side. Do the 
same for two 5mm 
round beads and 
attach each one within 
a 10mm diameter 
jump ring. 

8 Link the three clay 
circles together 
with the jump ring eye 
pins in between. 

Attach three coin 
beads either side with 
large and medium 
jump rings in between. 
Oreate a hook and eye 
clasp with 1.25mm 
wire and secure at 
either end of the 
necklace with more 
jump rings. 

Bracelet 

I Out and bake a 
4cm circle of grey 
clay. Draw a template 
onto paper and work 
out your design, then 
recreate with 0.4mm 
pieces of wire and 
glue onto the backing 
circle.

For an effective way to clean your gold or 
gemstone jewellery, take an empty jam jar 
or container and place the jewellery inside.

PEARLY WHITES 

For soft, porous materials 
such as pearls, you need 
nothing more than soap and 
water to achieve a glistening 
shine. Simply dip your string 
of pearls into a solution of 
warm water and mild 
detergent, wipe each pearl 
with a soft cotton cloth and 
lay flat to dry. For stones 
such as turguoise, no soap is 
needed. Dab a soft-bristled 
toothbrush into warm water 
and gently scrub clean 
before allowing to air.

SHIMMER

Do you want to get your silver 
sparkling?

WHAT TO AVOID... 

If you wear jewellery everyday, 
tarnishing is inevitable but it is 
possible to maintain guality by 
avoiding certain everyday substances. Put 
your jewellery on after 
spraying perfume or applying 
moisturising lotion. Always 
remove pieces whilst playing 
sport, as sweat can 
speed up decay, and 
avoid swimming in a 
chlorinated pool. 

You should also 
avoid using 
products such as 
hairspray, bleach and 
other cleaning 
products, as they can 
cause major damage.

Lemon juice has a similar effect to 
white vinegar in treating tarnished 
metal jewellery. Lay out your pieces 
on a wipeable surface and drench 
lemon juice over the tarnished areas 
before polishing with a soft cotton 
cloth. The acid in the lemon will begin 
working as soon as it hits the metal 
surface and gently rubbing 
will intensify its 
cleaning power.

as a glass tile, until 
the layers have fused, 
the bead is smooth 
and it reaches 2cm in 
length. Make a hole in 
the centre with a 
beading needle.

Once 
cool, apply a small 
amount of beeswax 
to each bead and 
button a denim 
cloth until a high 
sheen is achieved. 


3 Cut a 55cm 
length of fishing 
line filament and 


thread on a calotte 
followed by two crimp 
beads. Pass the end of 
the filament back 
through the crimp 
bead next to the 
calotte, squeeze both 
crimp beads shut then 
close the calotte.

Repeat 
step 3 from the 
beginning, thread 
jump rings onto the 
calottes and attach a 
toggle and clasp each 
end to finish. 


Bracelet 

I Make five sheets of 
clay and roll out, as 
for the necklace. Using 
an 8mm round cutter, 
cut the sheets into 
discs and assemble 
into stacks of 11. Start 
with the darker colour 
and finish with the 
paler transparent 
discs. Make up eight 
beads in total and 
create holes in the 
centre of each using 


a beading needle. 

Bake the beads to the 
manufacturer's 
instructions and once 
cool, buff to a high 
sheen. Cut a length of 
elasticated filament 
and thread on pearls 
and faux banded 
stone beads, 
alternating them until 
the correct length is 
achieved.

tutorial. For the first 
three, which will form 
the front of the 
necklace, use pink 
jump rings for the 
centre and first eight 
rings, four 5mm 
antigue bronze rings 
to form the joins on 
each wing, and two 
7mm antigue bronze 
rings as the linking 
rings. When making 
up these three, also 
attach the circular 
half of a toggle clasp 
in the centre with the 
loop hanging 
downwards to attach 
the bead drops.

Attach an 
eye pin link to one side 
of the three- butterfly 
chain with a 5mm 
antigue bronze jump 
ring, followed by 
another butterfly, an 
eye pin link, a butterfly 


and another bead link. 
Repeat on the other 
side of necklace. 

7 Complete the 
necklace to the 
desired length, using 
2x2 chain maille and 
5mm antigue bronze 
jump rings. Secure a 
clasp to the ends with 
5mm jump rings. 
Attach the gemstone 
drops to the toggles in 
the centre of the 
necklace as shown. 

Bracelet 

1 Create a butterfly 
section as before, 
using a pink jump ring 
and toggle in the 
centre, four pink jump 
rings for each wing, 
four 5mm antigue 
bronze rings either 
side for the wing joins, 
and another two 5mm 
antigue bronze rings 


as the linking rings. 
Make up another four 
butterflies using only 
5mm antigue bronze 
jump rings. 

2 Create two 
imperial jasper 
eye pin links in the 
same way as the 
necklace. Join the 
central pink butterfly 
to two of the antigue 
bronze ones with 
single 5mm antigue 
bronze rings. Secure 
the eye pin links to 
either side of the 
bracelet, followed by 
the remaining antigue 
bronze butterflies. 

3 Make up an 
imperial jasper 
head pin drop and 
attach to the toggle on 
the central butterfly. 
Attach a clasp to the 
ends of the bracelet 
to complete.

Technique 

1 Prepare your jump 
rings, as it is far 
easier to have them all 
ready when you start 
to weave, rather than 
having to stop and 
open each one. For 
each butterfly section 
you will need eight 
closed rings and nine 
open rings; each 
section is linked to the 
next by two further 
open rings. Link eight 
closed jump rings onto 
one open ring and 
close (Fig.l). Link each 
pair of rings together 
with a jump ring. Lay 
two sets to each side 
of the central jump 
ring (Fig.2). 

2 Working on one 
side of the 
butterfly first, link 
through the middle 


two jump rings of the 
four that are attached 
to the centre jump 
ring (shown in blue), 
with a new jump ring 
and close, making sure 
it lays on top of the 
two rings used to pair 
them up (shown in 
gold). Remaining on 
this side of the 
butterfly, flip the work 
over and repeat this 
step. Now repeat both 
steps on the other side 
of the butterfly. You 
will have the centre 
jump ring and on each 
side there will be eight 
jump rings forming 
the wings (Fig.3). The 
completed butterfly 
will look like the 
diagram (Fig.4). 

3 Once you have 
made your 
butterflies, they need 
to be connected 
together with two 


jump rings between 
each. The easiest way 
to see where you 
place these linking 
rings is to hold the 
butterfly vertically 
(Fig.5). The bottom 
four rings (shown 
in gold) will 
automatically lay as 
shown. Where the 
rings cross together 
they form an eye, this 
is where you join the 
butterflies (shown as 
two blue jump rings at 
the bottom of Fig.5). 

4 The tricky part is 
adding two 
butterflies together on 
these linking rings. 

One method is to hold 
the work vertically, 
place the two linking 
rings through the first 
butterfly, leave them 
open then holding 
them in place, turn the 
work upside down

I To make a leaf, 
loop a length of 
brown paracord into 
a figure 8 shape with 
a larger loop at the 
bottom and a smaller 
loop at the top.

2 Use the working 
end to create a 
loop in the centre of 
the previous loop and 
wrap around the neck 



again. Continue this 
pattern, fitting the 
bottom loop inside the 
previous loop each 
time and wrapping 
the top loop round the 
back at the top 
(Fig.2). Tuck the 
working end through 
the middle of the 
lower loop to secure 
(Fig.3). 


3 Trim the excess 
and singe to 
prevent fraying. To do 
this, hold the cut end 
next to the flame of 



TIP 


Make sure the melted cord has cooled 
enough to touch before rolling with 
your fingers, as it may stick to your 
fingers and not peel off. 


a lighter or match for 
a couple of seconds 
until the end begins to 
melt It isnt necessary 
to hold the end in the 
flame. Allow to cool 
slightly, but while it is 
still tacky, roll the end 
between your fingers 
to seal all the ends and 
prevent them from 
fraying. Thread 
a large eye embroidery 
needle with green 
nano paracord and 
stitch veins onto the 
front of the leaf 
(Fig.4). Make a second 
leaf in the same way. 

4 To make a 
rosette, begin 
by wrapping pink 
paracord cord around 
a rod or thick wooden 
doweling to create an 
X shape. Bring the 
running end up over 
the centre of the X, 
and then take it under 
the right strand and 
out the side. Rotate 
the knot slightly 
toward you. Take the 
left-hand loop over the 
right-hand loop to 
make a new X. 

5 The right running 
end comes over 
the right loop, through 
the centre and out the 
left bar. Rotate the 
knot slightly toward 
you. Take the right 
-hand loop over the 






left-hand loop to make 
a new X. Take the 
running end on the left 
over the left loop, 
through the centre 


and under the right 
loop coming out the 
side. Note that you 
have two ends that 
are now parallel to 
each other. 

6 Slip the knot off 
the rod, open up 
and flatten into a 
flower shape. You 
should have two 
parallel cords in the 
upper centre. Continue 
the exact same 
pattern as set. Take 
the right running 
end, create a bight 
(U-shape), and thread 
it through the loops 
using the previous 
lines of cord as a 
guide. As you continue 
each line becomes a 
double strand. 
Eventually you will 
have a finished rosette 


shape. Trim and singe 
the ends as before. 

7 Make two large 
and two small 
rosettes in pink cord. 
Shape them all into a 
cup with your fingers 
(Fig.5). Glue the 
smaller roses into the 
larger ones. Adhere 
the leaves and rosettes 
onto a headband, using 
the photograph as a 
guide (Fig.6). You 
could also wrap the 
headband in brown 
ribbon beforehand for 
a more co-ordinated 
look, or find a suitable 
ready-made design.

S ilversmithing is a major 
jewellery skill, allowing 
you to create beautiful, 
professional-looking 
pieces.

What mill I need? 


1 Gas torches 

Use a Go-Gas fine flame tech 
torch to melt the silver and a 
butane gas micro torch (not 
shown) for soldering. 

2 Firebricks and 
Micabfox soldering blocks 

Place the soldering block onto 
a firebrick, then do the 
melting and soldering on 
the block. 

3 Borax cone and 
borax dish 

Mix ground up borax with 
water in the dish to form a 
flux, then apply before 
soldering. 

4 Hard solder 

Use to attach the jump rings 
to the nuggets; the flux helps 
it flow better as it melts. 

5 Safety pickle 

A dry acid concentrate used 
for removing fire stain caused 
by heat during soldering. 

6 Brass tweezers 

Use to place the nuggets in 
and out of the safety pickle. 
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7 Reverse action steel 
tweezers (straight) 

Elold the jump rings with 
these when soldering them to 
the nuggets. 

8 Needle files 

Use these to file the backs 
of the nuggets, removing 
any rough areas and 
imperfections. 

9 Pliers 

You'll need two flat-nosed 
pairs to open and close 
the jump rings, plus a 
round-nosed pair if making 
your own. 

10 Also required 
(not shown) 

Brass wire brush, jeweller's 
scales, rouge, polishing 
tools, P1200 and P2000 
emery papers.

How to make 


MAKE JON PRICE'S BEAUTIFUL SILVER NUGGET PENDANT 
WITH MELTING AND SOLDERING TECHNIQUES 


1 Measure out 13g of scrap 
silver or silver grain into three 
piles of 3g, 4g and 6g to create 
different sized pendants. Use a 
larger torch to melt each of the 
three piles into nuggets on a 
soldering block (Fig.l), using the 
heat to pull the silver together into 
one mass (Fig.2). Be careful when 
removing them after they have 
cooled to minimise damage to the 
block. Pickle and clean to a silver 
-white finish, then file and emery 
the back of each nuggets until 
smooth and polished. 

2 Take five 5mm jump rings. 

Close and solder three of 
them, leaving the other two open. 
Pickle and clean the soldered 


rings. Solder on a closed jump 
ring at one end of each nugget 
horizontally with a micro torch, 
so that the ring's join faces toward 
the nugget. On two of the nuggets, 
solder an open jump ring at the 
opposite end to the previously 
attached ring vertically, so that the 
join faces in the same direction as 
the back of the nugget (Fig.3). 
Pickle all pieces until clean, 
then polish and wire brush to 
a good finish. 

3 Using pliers, open an open 
jump ring to approximately 
a 1mm gap and slide one of the 
horizontally-soldered jump rings 
from another nugget through, so 
that both nuggets face the same 


direction. Carefully close the jump 
ring with the pliers (Fig.4). This 
can be soldered or left open, 
depending on preference and 
skill level with soldering. Repeat 
until all the nuggets are joined 
together with a horizontal ring 
at one and, and no ring at the 
other end. 

4 Fit a pendant bail on the 
final horizontal jump ring, 
then give the piece a final clean 
and polish and fit the chain of 
your choice. A matching bracelet 
can be made by making more 
similar sized nuggets to fill 
the length reguired to fit, then 
adding bracelet fittings to 
either end. 


a When melting 
silver, the flame 
can be used to pull 
the molten metal into 
a single mass. 

§ You can leave 
oxidised pieces in 
the pickle for a while 
after soldering to 
remove heavy 
oxidisation and clean it 
to a silver-white finish. 
^HWhen soldering 
Bydifferent-sized 
pieces together, the 
larger ones will reguire 


a proportional amount 
more heat to get up to 
soldering temperature. 
^^Melting silver on 
^“LT soldering blocks can 
damage the surface 
- try to allow it to cool 
a little before attempting 
to remove the silver. 

g Test your joins 
before finishing 
a piece - attempt to 
flex them slightly. This 
will highlight dry joins 
that will break rather 
than bend.

Necklace 

I Roll out a piece 
of copper clay to 
2mm thick, then 
stamp into the surface 
with a swirly hearts 
texture tile. Cut out a 
35mm flower shape 
and pierce a hole for 
hanging with a needle. 
Leave the copper to 
dry out completely; 
this could take two 
to three days. 
Alternatively the 
copper can be dried 


out in an oven on a 
low temperature for 
several hours. 

2 Fire the copper on 
a soldering block; 
note that copper clay 
fires at a much higher 
temperature than 
silver clay. As with all 
metal clays you 
shouldn't breathe in 
the fumes whilst firing. 
When the copper 
glows a steady cherry 
red, the sintering 
process is taking place. 


This temperature 
should be timed and 
held for six minutes. 
Do not let the flame 
drift from the piece. 

If the flame doesn't 
cover the copper, 
the piece is too big 
to be fired. 

3 Quench the 
copper as guickly 
as possible in cold 
water to remove 
surface oxidation and 
prevent internal 
oxidation forming as 
this will cause the 
piece to break. Pickle 
and rinse the copper. 
Apply Swellegant 
verdigris according to 
the manufacturer's 
instructions. Once the 
green patina has 
appeared, rub over 
the highlights with 
emery paper to reveal 
the copper. 

4 Make up small 
chip beads by 
rolling mint, 
translucent white, 
peppermint, and jade 
polymer clay into 1cm 
rods. Cut them at 
angles with a scalpel. 
Shape them between 
a finger and thumb to 
look like stones and 
insert a needle to

make a hole. The 
colours can also be 
intermixed to create 
several subtle shades. 

5 Create four large 
beads from mint 
clay, and make a hole 
in each one. Twist a 
rod of cognac and 
peppermint together. 
Roll it out flat SO the 
colours fuse and 
create interesting 
patterns. Cut off large 
thin slices and blend 
into a larger bead. 

The left-over clay can 
be shaped and made 
into chip beads. Bake 
the beads according 
to the manufacturer's 
instructions on a 
paper lined tray. 

6 Pass five lengths 
of nylon coated 
wire through a crimp 
and sguash with 
pliers. Add a clam 
shell necklet end and 
divide the beads into 


five groups. Thread 
each set of beads 
randomly onto each 
wire; add a crimp to 
the end of a row of 
beads to keep them in 
place. When there are 
enough beads, pass 
the end of the wires 
through a crimp and 
sguash with pliers. 
Add a clam shell 
necklet end and a 
clasp, and finish by 
attaching the flower 
charm to the pendant 
via a 6mm jump ring. 

Bracelet 

I To make a toggle 
clasp and disc 
charm, roll out copper 
clay to 5mm thick 
and stamp with a 
texture tile. Cut out 
the ring using a 
20mm cutter, remove 
the centre with a 
10mm cutter and 
pierce a hole in the 


top using a needle. 
With a scalpel, cut out 
a 5mm x 25mm 
rectangle for the bar. 
Bend a small piece 
of copper wire and 
insert it into the bar. 
From a 2mm thick 
sheet of stamped clay, 
cut out a 20mm disc 
for the charm and 
pierce a hole at the top. 

2 Fire the copper as 
for the necklace. 
Apply patina and 
gently rub with emery 
paper to reveal copper 
highlights. Make up a 
number of chip beads 
from polymer clay and 
bake as before. 


3 Thread them 
onto a length of 
nylon coated wire that 
has had a crimp and 
clam shaped necklet 
end attached to one 
end. Measure your 
wrist and make sure 
the bracelet will fit, 
taking into account 
the toggle clasp that 
will be added. Attach 
the bar and ring to 
the bracelet via two 
5mm jump rings, and 
hang the charm 
centrally on the 
bracelet with a 
6mm jump ring.

Necklace 

I Draw a design of 
your choice onto a 
piece of scratch foam 
using a pencil. Go over 
the impressions on the 
foam with embossing 
styluses, using 
different sizes to draw 
thicker or thinner 
lines; the deeper you 
press, the stronger the 
impression (Fig.1). 
Apply a thin layer of 
clay balm over the 
design. Place 20g of 
silver clay onto the 
scratch foam, then roll 
out to a thickness of 
five playing cards 
(Fig.2). Gently peel 
away and transfer 
onto a Teflon sheet. 
Use a tissue blade to 
cut the clay into a 
teardrop shape and 
set aside to dry 
thoroughly (Fig.3). 
Smooth the edges 
and back with a 
sponge sanding pad. 
Use coarse polishing 
papers to sand 
between the peaks 
and troughs of the 
texture to make it 
look as crisp as 
possible (Fig.4). 


2 Roll the excess 
clay into two thin 
ropes using a perspex 
sheet; each one should 
be 10cm long. Gently 
moisten the ropes, 
allowing the water to 
saturate them for a 
few seconds. Use a 
paintbrush to pick up 
each rope and place it 
around the dry base 
piece to create a 
frame. Coil the ends of 
each rope; they will be 
sticky from being 
saturated with water 
so will adhere easily 
to the base. Brush 
watered down paste 
along the join between 
the rope and base to 
seal (Fig.5). Allow 
the piece to dry 
thoroughly. Roll two 
pieces of silver clay, 
about the size of a 
small ball bearing, and 
allow them to dry. 


3 Place them on top 
of a firing block 
and heat with a gas 
torch until they begin 
to melt. Keep 
concentrating the heat 
until they turn into 
round silver balls 
(Fig.6). Allow to cool. 
Apply syringe clay to 
the coils at the top 
and bottom of the 
pendant, then secure 
a silver ball onto 
either end. Brush a 
layer of watered down 
paste to the balls and 
along the coil. Allow 
the piece to dry 
thoroughly. Smooth 
any rough areas on 
the back and front of 
the piece using a 
sanding pad. Place the 
piece in a kiln or fire 
using a gas torch, 
according to the 
manufacturer's 
instructions. 


4 Allow the piece to 
cool, then use a 
brass brush to reveal 
the silver and shine 
the pendant with wet 
polishing papers and 
a burnishing tool. Use 
a cocktail stick to 
apply Fantasy Moon 
paint to the concave 
areas of the texture 
design, then use a 
small brush to apply 
gold paint onto each 
of the silver balls. 
Allow to dry for 10 
hours. Thread a pyrite 
round bead onto a 
head pin. Form the 
excess wire into a 
wrapped loop at the 
top of the bead. 

Attach to a loop at 
the base of the 


pendant with a 
jump ring. 

5 Attach a jump 
ring to the loop 
at the top of the 
pendant. Pass a length 
of beading thread 
through the jump ring, 
then secure two AB 
bicone beads, two 
pyrite beads and two 
AB bicone beads onto 
one side. Add on four 
shell pearls and two 
more AB bicones, then 
continue this pattern 
until you have reached 
the desired length. 
Repeat on the other 
side of the necklace. 
Attach crimps, crimp 
covers and a necklace 
clasp to finish.

CALOTTES 

Also known as clam 
shells, these are used to hide 
knots and raw ends of 
thread, wire or fine ribbon, 
and are closed with pliers. 

CLASPS 

Used to join up 
necklaces and bracelets, 
there are various types 
including 'S'-shaped, toggle 
and lobster clasps, ranging 
from practical to decorative 
shapes and designs.

2 Hold the tip of the wire with round-nosed pliers and 
rotate to bend the wire part way around the tip. 


3 Reposition the pliers and continue rotating until the tip 
touches the wire and the loop is in the centre.

I You will need at least 3cm of wire above the last 
bead. Hold the wire above the bead with snipe-nosed 
pliers and bend at a right angle.

Knot covers 

The way you secure your jewellery pieces with calottes and clamshells will 
depend on your stringing material... 


Cord or ribbon 



I Feed the open calotte onto the cord or ribbon and tie 
a knot. Trim the end close to the knot. 



2 Bring the calotte down so that it covers the knot. 
Close the calotte with pliers or your fingers. 


Nylon-coated wires 



I When using coated wires that do not knot easily, 
secure the end with one or two crimp beads, then 
close the calotte to hide the crimp. 



2 Alternatively, pick up a clamshell and seed bead and 
take the tail back through the finding. 


Crimp pliers 

Crimp pliers are available in three sizes to suit different sizes of crimps. These have two holes in 
the jaws; the one nearest the tip is a plain oval and the one further along has a dip. 




1 Position the crimp in the plain oval and sgueeze gently 
to make it elliptical. Move the crimp to the oval with 
the dip and sgueeze to curl. 


2 Move the crimp to the plain oval and turn so that it 
is vertical, then sgueeze the pliers to compress the 
crimp into a rounded shape.
